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Tragedy 

at dad’s 
birthday 
night out 


A FATHER of three 
children died after he was 
run over by an articulated 
lorry while out cele¬ 
brating his 31st birthday 

Ian Petrie died more than a 
week later in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital from complications 
arising from the severe injuries 
he received in the accident in 
Newmarket High Street. 

His mother, Linda Petrie, said in 
a letter read at his inquest that the 
family did not blame Mike Clinton, 
the lorry driver. 

She asked Dr Peter Dean, the 
Suffolk coroner, to let Mr Clinton, 
who was not at the inquest, know

how they felt. 

“He was put in an impossible 
situation,” she said. 

Dr Dean said a police report into 
the incident concluded that “the 
driver could have done nothing to 
avert this tragic collision”. 

Mr Clinton said in a statement 
read by the coroner that he had 
earlier started on his journey from 
Red Lodge and decided to drive 
through Newmarket because the 
A14 was closed.

He said he noticed 
groups of people near 
nightclubs on each 
side of the High Street 
as he was driving 
through the town at 
around 12.45am on 
June 26 last year. 

He said he slowed 
down at the traffic 
lights at the junction 
with The Avenue, 
although they were 
green, and checked his 
mirror. 

But then he noticed 
that one of the groups 
of people had started 
to cross the road. 

“There was a man 
facing me waving his 
arms,” said Mr 
Clinton. “I swerved to 
the right to try to avoid 
the person and 
thought I had missed 
him. I heard a thud 
and came to an almost 
immediate stop.” 

Mrs Petrie said she 
thought Ian had been 
trying to attract the 
attention of the driver, 
or a friend who was 
with him. 

“We think of Ian 


when we wake up 
every morning. 

“He was a wonderful 
dad and left three 
beautiful children,” 
she said. 

Ian, a paint sprayer, 
of Scarlin Road, Bury 
St Edmunds, had three 
children with his 
partner Sacha 
Bradley, six, Demi, 
three and Henry, two. 
He was also stepfather 
to Dylan, 13. 

Dr Dean recorded a 
narrative verdict that 
Ian Petrie died from 
complications 
following injuries 
received in a road 
traffic accident.

District councillor 
faces hearing after 
plans complaint 


A SENIOR counci¬ 
llor is facing a 
standards commi¬ 
ttee hearing after a 
complaint that he 
revealed confid¬ 
ential council infor¬ 
mation. 

Cllr Bill Bishop, 
whose 28 years as a 
member of Forest 
Heath District 
Council includes 
three terms as 
chairman, is alleged 
to have breached 
the councillors’ 
code of conduct by 
revealing details 
about plans for a 
new cemetery. 

But Cllr Bishop, 
who is also a 
member of 

Brandon Town 
Council and Suffolk 
County Council, 
said he was 
determined to fight 
the allegation. 

“It hasn’t been 
easy for me or my 
family,” he said. 


The complaint is 
understood to cen¬ 
tre on proposals for 
a new cemetery in 
Brandon which 
date from the mid 
1990s and details 
which Cllr Bishop 
published in a local 
newsletter. 

The Forest Heath 
standards commit¬ 
tee hearing is due 
to be held on 
Tuesday when a 
panel of two 
independent mem¬ 
bers - one a retired 
senior police officer 
two parish 
council members 
and a district 
councillor, will 
consider the evi¬ 
dence. 

They will also 
consider whether 
the hearing should 
take place in public 
or in private. 

But Cllr Bishop 
said: “I’ve got 
nothing to hide.”

Local Solutions to a Global Problem 
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Late night sports 
bar bid rejected 


PLANS to open a new 
sports bar and restaurant 
have been dealt a blow 
after councillors refused 
to give a licence. 

Police objected to the prop¬ 
osed new bar in Newmarket on 
the grounds that it would add 
to increasing crime including 
street violence and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Seamus McConalogue, who 
applied for the licence for the 
bar, said he would be consid¬ 
ering lodging an appeal to 
magistrates against the ruling 
by members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s licensing act 
sub-committee yesterday. 

He said: “Tm disappointed. I 
thought we had a good case.”

He added that he would be 
discussing the issue with law¬ 
yers before deciding whether to 
appeal. He wanted to convert 
the first floor of 111 High Street 
- part of the same building that 
houses Innocence night club 
and Heaven lap dancing club - 
into an American-style sports 
bar with live and recorded 
music and dancing. 

Originally he asked for a 
licence to 3.30am, but told the 
sub-committee that he would 
be willing to close at 2am with 
“last orders” at 1.30am. 

He told the sub-committee 
that he would be willing to 


accept strict conditions along 
the same lines as an “action 
plan” adopted by Innocence 
after complaints last year. 

“I would like someone to tell 
me what I can do with that part 
of the building,” he said. “I can’t 
use it as offices because there’s 
no parking and it’s not suitable 
for flats.” 

His barrister, Russell Butcher, 
told the sub-committee that he 
was prepared to spend 
£250,000 to create the new bar 
which would provide employ¬ 
ment for 25 people. 

The maximum capacity of 
the bar, which would also have 
a dance floor, would be 250. 

But the police argued that 
the licence should not be grant¬ 
ed because it went against the 


“cumulative impact” policy 
which applies to the town 
centre. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who heads 
the police safer neighbourhood 
teams, said: “Our objection was 
not to have the premises - full 
stop - because of the potential 
for more disorder.” 

Police figures show the “night 
time economy” is responsible 
for about half the crime in town 
- more than 1,000 offences. 

After the meeting, Cllr Eddie 
Stewart, one of the three-man 
panel who considered the app¬ 
lication, said: “It’s been a very 
difficult decision. We have every 
confidence in the applicant as a 
licensee, but it would have been 
another licensed premises in a 
very concentrated area.” 
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MP confident for 
historic coalition 

THE re-elected MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Jim Paice, has 
spoken out over the historic new 
Tory/Lib Dem coalition government. 
The Conservative MP is confident that 
by working together, David Cameron 
and Nick Clegg will be able to get the 
country “out of the state it is in”. 

He said: “The fact is two thirds of 
people voted for change in this 
election and we have now got to 
deliver that. It’s completely new to 
everyone involved but I think it’s going 
to happen. 

“I am confident that those who voted 
for me will see the changes they 
wanted, as will those who voted for 
Lib Dem. We have all got to work 
together to get this country out of the 
state it is in.” 

He added: “I cannot tell what affect 
the Lib Dems will have on Tory views 
but we have got five years to 
introduce major changes and that’s 
what we have got to aim for.” 

Mr Paice, who has served as Shadow 
Minister for Agriculture and Shadow 
Minister for Home, Constitutional and 
Legal Affairs, said there were no other 
appointments planned. 

New MP Matthew Hancock has found 
himself part of the new Conservative 
and Liberal Democrat government 
which formally took power on 
Tuesday. 

But there was no immediate word 
about whether the new MP for West 
Suffolk-which includes Newmarket 
and Haverhill - would be on the back 
benches. 

Mr Hancock, who was inducted into 
the House of Commons yesterday, 
said: “The deal we have struck (with 
the Liberal Democrats) is extremely 
positive. 

“In terms of the issues raised on the 
doorsteps over the campaign, we are 
going to address all of those.” 

His immediate role will be that of 
constituency MR although before 
standing for election he was chief of 
staff for George Osborne who was 
Shadow Chancellor.

10in tall with short blond hair and 
wearing a white long-sleeve top.

Bird lover gives sad swan a 


A FEMALE swan whose partner was shot has 
produced a brood of healthy cygnets - thanks 
to the dedication of a bird lover. 

The mother swan was left to protect her nest 
herself after the cob was shot twice in the neck 
with an airgun and left to die. 

As the Weekly News reported, the gunman 
was seen carrying the wounded bird, but fled 
after being disturbed by two walkers. 

Since the incident, Andrea Carrier has been 
visiting the nest near her home in Stow-cum- 
Quy three times a day to feed the mother, so 
that she did not need to abandon her eggs. 


Four cygnets have now emerged, and Andrea 
said she had hopes four remaining eggs in the 
nest would be hatched too. 

Andrea said: “The two swans had been on 
the river near our home for many years - lots of 
children in the village have grown up with them, 
and we had named them Elvis and Priscilla. 

“Priscilla was just starting to look after the 
eggs when Elvis was killed, and I just felt I had 
to do something, somehow, to help her. 

“I have been going along to the nest for 30 
days now, three times a day, feeding her - with 
a mixture of shredded cabbage, lettuce and 


helping hand 

spinach - and on Sunday I found four of the 
eggs had hatched.” 

She said she intended to keep feeding the 
female swan until all the eggs had hatched and 
the cygnets were able to fend for themselves in 
the water. 

“At first when I went to feed her, she let me 
get up quite close, but since the little ones have 
come along, she has been a bit more 
defensive,” she said. “I have been following the 
RSPCA’s advice on what to feed her, and it’s 
marvellous she and the cygnets have survived 
after what happened to Elvis.” 


Trainer fined 
for flouting 
renting law 

RACEHORSE trainer and ex¬ 
jockey Russell Price has been 
fined £3,500 for breaking the law 
on renting flats. 

Price continued to let rooms 
in a house he owned in Lisburn 
Road, Newmarket, in breach of a 
prohibition order issued by 
council officials. 

Forest Heath District Council 
officials issued the order in 
January, 2008, which banned the 
house from being used for 
multiple occupation by three or 
more people. 

But magistrates heard that 
checks by the council’s private 
sector housing team and 
evidence from the Anglia 
Revenues Partnership which 
deals with benefits payments 
showed that tenants had 
continued to use the house. 

Price, 42, who also had an 
address in Lisburn Road, failed 
to appear in the court at Bury St 
Edmunds but he was convicted 
in his absence from evidence 
presented by the council. 

He was also ordered to pay the 
council’s costs of £1,300 and £15 
victim surcharge. 

A district council spokesman 
said: “We believe this is the first 
prosecution of its kind in the 
country and it sends out a clear 
message that we will take action 
against the landlords of poorly 
managed houses in multiple 
occupation to ensure the health 
and wellbeing of potential 
tenants.” 


Family’s plea 
after A14 death

THE family of a driver 
who died in an A14 
crash have called for 
road improvements to 
stop the same thing 
from happening again. 

Simon Bendall, 53, died 
when a lorry collided with his 
Vauxhall Astra while he was in 
a rush-hour queue to get off 
the road at the Milton 
junction. 

Now his brother has called 
for Highways Agency chiefs to 
consider safety improve¬ 
ments at all junctions where 
traffic queues build up on the 
slip roads. 

Mr Bendall’s brother Jerry, 
51, of Windsor Road, New¬ 
market, said: “Simon has lost 
his life and we have lost a 
brother, husband, dad and 
granddad. But there are 
lessons that can be learned. 

“Queues should not build 
up from junctions on a busy 
road like the A14. The same 
thing happens at the 
Newmarket junction in the 
evening. 

“We would not want 
anyone else put in the same 
position as we have been.” 


Simon Bendall was on his 
way to work at Cambridge 
Regional College from his 
home in Robins Close, 
Isleham, when the crash 
happened. 

Two other cars were 
involved in the crash. 

Although police 

investigations are continuing, 
it is understood that there 
was a queue of stationary, or 
slow-moving, traffic on the 
A14 when the collision 
occurred. 

Mr Bendall’s family have 
said they are grateful for all 
the support they have had 
after the tragedy - particularly 
from the college where he 
was a study support tutor. 

Three of his colleagues paid 
personal tributes at his

packed funeral at 
Isleham’s High 
Street Baptist 
Church on Monday. 
His children also 
paid personal tri¬ 
butes through song 
and dance. Nearly 
400 people attend¬ 
ed the service and a 
video link was used so that 
people could watch it from an 
adjoining room. 

Donations were collected 
in Mr Bendall’s memory 
towards a fund to build a new 
church. 

His widow, Ruth, said: 
“People’s kindness has been 
really overwhelming and it 
has really helped to know 
how people loved and 
appreciated Simon.” 

Simon Bendall was brought 
up in Newmarket with his 
twin brothers Jerry and 
Johnny. Their mother 
Barbara, 83, lives in New 
Cheveley Road, Newmarket. 

He is survived by his wife 
and four children Lizzie, Joe, 
Becky and Hannah and 
grandchild Alisha.

breeders Juddmonte Farms, at 
Side Hill Stud, Newmarket. She 
has received extensive support 
from people involved in the 
racing industry.

Man killed on A14 
as van was repaired 


A LORRY driver has been 
jailed for two years for killing 
a minibus driver in an 
horrific crash on the A14. 

Earnest Calcott admitted causing 
the death of 62-year-old Graham 
Rasmussen by dangerous driving. 

Calcott, 64, had been heading 
along the A14 to deliver an unladen 
40-tonne truck to Felixstowe docks 
when he ploughed into a break¬ 
down recovery van parked by the 
side of the road near Bottisham, the 
court heard. 

The smash sent debris from the 
Marshall vehicle flying towards the 
grass verge, where Mr Rasmussen 
had been waiting while his minibus 
was repaired. 

The diving instructor, from Bury

Road, Wickham Street, 
Wickhambrook, was hit in the torso 
by a piece of flying metal. He died at 
the roadside as paramedics battled 
to save him. 

Cambridge Crown Court was told 
Calcott had plenty of time - 
between 10 and 14 seconds - to see 
the breakdown van on the clear 
afternoon of luly 20 last year as it 
was lit with hazard lights and part 
of the road had been coned off. 

Calcott, a father-of-four from 
Sheffield, told police he had clipped 
the vehicle after a “minor error of 
judgment”, adding: “It cost that 
man his life -1 am so sorry.” 

fohn Farmer, prosecuting, said: 


“This was not a minor error. He had 
a forward view of that vehicle and 
decided to drive his 40-tonne truck 
at it at 55mph. 

“It was a ludicrous error.” 

He added that the crash had 
caused terrible consequences for 
the family of Mr Rasmussen, who 
worked as a diving instructor on oil 
rigs. 

Mr Farmer said: “Because of the 
risky nature of his job, he was not 
able to secure life insurance. 

“He has a son with significant 
disabilities and he intended to go 
on working as long as he could. 

“One of the consequences will be 
the need to sell the family home 
and downsize to aid the finances 
and help pay their way.” 

Michael Procter, mitigating, said 


tiredness had paid a part in the 
crash, but denied Calcott had 
known about his fatigue before 
setting off. 

He said: “He had four and a half 
to five hours sleep the night before 
- for him that is a perfectly 
adequate amount. 

“The terrible consequences of the 
crash and being responsible for the 
loss of another man’s life has 
affected him deeply.” 

Blaming tiredness for the crash, 
Judge Anthony Bate said: “You did 
not see what was there to be seen. 

“Mr Rasmussen faced many 
dangers in his life. 

“It is a cruel irony that he died 
near his Newmarket home in a 
place he thought was a place of 
refuge.”

Newspaper chief spreads the message 


NEWSPAPER Society president 
David Fordham this week finished a 
tour of 40 publishing centres 
across the UK. 

Mr Fordham, who is chief 
executive of the Weekly News 
publisher, lliffe News and Media, 
has travelled the length and 
breadth of the UK to investigate 
the changing state of local 
newspapers. 

Mr Fordham, who completed 
his tour during Local Newspaper 
Week, said: “It’s interesting to see 
how the different centres are 
coping with these changes and the 
different initiatives they are taking. 

“What I’m trying to do is to take 
round a positive attitude about the 
future for regional press. You can’t 
help but notice that there have 
been lots of commercial 
initiatives.” 

He added: “Like many local 


businesses, local papers have had 
a tough time in the past two years. 
Many people became worried that 
the voice of their local community 
for generations might be silenced 
because of economic difficulties. 

“But despite the deepest 
advertising recession in living 
memory and fierce competition 
from other media - even from 
local councils’ own publications - 
local papers have survived to fight 
another day. 

“The local paper-in print or 
online - plays a vital role in any 
lively local community. It is a 
trusted source of news, a familiar 
guiding hand and the bedrock of 
local democracy.” 

Mr Fordham’s tour has raised 
more than £5,000 for charities, 
including Teenage Cancer Trust, 
Macmillan nurses and the 
Cambridge News community fund, 


Press Relief, thanks to 
contributions from local 
newspapers. 

It has also been something of a 
trip down memory lane for Mr 
Fordham, whose itinerary included 
all of the centres he has worked in 
during his near 40-year career in 
the industry. 

Mr Fordham was surprised 
when he was greeted by staff he 
worked with at the Lynn News and 
Advertiser 35 years ago. 

“When I left there I had quite 
long flowing hair and it certainly 
reminded me that it is not just the 
economy that has been in 
recession. The only difference 
being that the economy will 
recover,” he joked.

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Fighter jets 
switch base 

RUNWAY repairs at the 
Lakenheath US Air Force base 
has forced its fighter jets to 
switch temporarily to the 
Mildenhall base. 

A total of 37 F-15 planes are 
set to operate from the base 
until the middle of June. 

Sqdn Ldr Richard Fryer, 
RAF station commander at 
Mildenhall, said: “We have 
taken proactive steps here to 
mitigate the noise footprint 
on surrounding communities. 
A minimal number of 
missions will be flown to re¬ 
duce noise and local pattern 
flying will only be conducted 
to maintain essential opera¬ 
tional skills. The FI5s will fly 
modified flight paths at higher 
altitudes to avoid unnec¬ 
essary noise in the local area.” 

Helicopters based at Laken¬ 
heath will continue to operate 
from their home base. 


Legal action warning 
over district strategy 


COUNCILLORS are being 
warned that they risk legal 
action if they do not 
accept a core strategy for 
proposed developments 
covering the next 21 years. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council are being urged 
to accept the strategy document 
as approved by a government 
inspector earlier this year. 

It includes the controversial 
proposal to build 1,200 homes in 
Newmarket. 

The scheme, which is being 
opposed by the town’s horse

racing industry, is subject to a 
planning application due to be 
decided next month and a “site 
specific” round of public 
consultation. 

But once the core strategy is 
accepted the development, on 
Lord Derby’s Hatchfield Farm, 
between the A14 and Fordham 
Road, is almost certain to go 
ahead. 

A strong warning has been 
given to councillors who might 
be thinking of trying to change 


the strategy document to 
exclude the scheme. 

Nigel McCurdy, the council’s 
strategic director (services), said, 
in a report to the council 
meeting yesterday: “There are 
considerable risks and costs to 
the council for not adopting the 
document.” 

He pointed out that the 
inspector who carried out a 
public inquiry ruled that the 
policy was “sound”. 

He said: “There are no 
procedural or technical 
justifications for not adopting a 
sound document. 

“In this context the council 


exposes itself to judicial review 
of a decision not to adopt a 
sound document and the 
Secretary of State intervening.” 

The process of drawing up a 
core strategy would have to start 
again if it was rejected by 
councillors. 

If councillors reject the 
strategy they will be the first in 
the country to do so after an 
inspector had ruled it as “sound”. 

Mr McCurdy warned that legal 
action would be “highly likely” 
as well as speculative planning 
applications as developers try to 
take advantage of the 
uncertainty.

Charity bash for unit that saved Leah 


A FUNDRAISING evening is to be held 
to raise cash for a hospital unit which 
saved a baby who nearly died of 
meningitis. 

Ten years on, Leah Crown is now a 
happy, healthy girl, in Year 5 at 
Bottisham Primary School. 

In 2001, Leah was taken into 
intensive care at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after her parents were unable 
to wake her fully. 

It did not occur to her parents, Vicky 
Crown and James Wilson, she might 
have meningitis. 

Shortly after arriving at the hospital 
Leah lost consciousness and had to be 
resuscitated. She spent five days in the 
intensive care unit, after it was 
discovered she had contracted 


meningococcal septicaemia. 

Now, 10 years after Leah’s ordeal, a 
wartime-themed musical evening is 
being held at her school to raise money 
for the Paediatric Intensive Care Unit at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Vicky, who is a caretaker at the 
school and lives on-site with partner 
James, Leah and their son Jake, 13, 
said: “We are enormously grateful to 
them for saving her life. It was very 
traumatic at the time but she’s doing 
great now. 

“She is a very confident and 
assertive 10-year-old. She’s fully aware 
of everything that happened to her. 

“She knows how lucky she is. She 
participates in anything she gets a 
chance to.” 


The fundraising event, which is 
already sold out, will take place on 
Saturday on the 65th anniversary of VE 
Day in 1945. 

The evening, which has been 
organised by fundraising trio Jenn 
White, Jane Morris and Sandra Clark, 
from Bottisham, will include “period 
entertainment” provided by the group 
Only Men Allowed and others. 

Mrs White said: “It’s a nice link with 
Leah as it’s nearly her final year at the 
school. It’s wonderful she’s so healthy 
and it’s all thanks to the unit.”

Magic moment changed 
fortunes for refugee family

E 
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ALKING 
into her 
windowless 
room, the door 
slamming shut 
behind her, Meltem 
Avcil could literally 
see no way out. 

A14-year-old refugee, 
who’d fled torture in her 
native Turkey, she was 
locked up in a British 
detention centre; refused 
asylum, she and her 
mum were about to be 
deported. Devastated, 
exhausted and terrified of 
what the future would 
hold, the teenager was in 
the depths of despair. 

“I got a razor and 
started cutting my 
wrists,” admits Meltem, 
now 16. “I didn’t care 
about anything; I just 
didn’t care... I’d spent so 
long being strong, or 
pretending to be strong, 
for my mum. But there 
wasn’t any hope left. 

“When we were first 
locked up I gave my mum 
a promise: I told her we 
were going to get out of 
there and lead a happy 
life. It was a big promise. I 
wasn’t sure that I could 
keep it - and then it 
seemed impossible. 

There seemed to be no 
way out, no escape.” 

To see Meltem now- 
sitting in a Cambridge

cafe, chatting over a 
coffee - it’s chilling to 
discover how much she’s 
suffered in her short life. 
And it’s awe-inspiring to 
see the young woman 
she’s become, against all 
the odds. 

Bubbly and clearly very 
bright, Meltem is 
studying for her GCSEs. 
Longer term, she’d like to 
train in performing arts 
or maybe medicine; 
laughing, she admits that, 
like most teenagers, her 
plans change almost 
daily. 

After an eleventh-hour 
intervention by Children’s 
Commissioner Sir Albert 
Aynsley-Green, Meltem 
and her mum were freed 
from Yarl’s Wood, the 
Bedfordshire detention 
centre. 

Since then, they have 
been given leave to stay 
in the UK; now settled in 
Cambridge, mum and 
daughter are, at last, able 
to build themselves a life. 

“There are still times 
when I cry,” admits 
Meltem. “But I have to 
pretend I’m OK: If I just 
sit around being sad 
nobody’s going to say 
‘What’s the problem, 
Meltem?’ Nobody’s going 
to understand. And if I 


cry in front of my mum it 
will only make her feel 
bad. So I try and hold it 
all inside.” 

Meltem’s story begins 
in 1993, when she was 
born in a little village in 
Eastern Turkey. The only 
child of a Kurdish couple, 
she remembers her 
earliest years as “just 
normal”; part of a large 
extended family, her 
parents helped to run a 
pistachio farm. 

Traditionally a 
nomadic people, who 
roamed the plains and 
highlands of Turkey and 
Iraq, the Kurds were 
promised their own 
homeland by the Allies in 
the wake of the First 
World War. For many 
reasons, that homeland 
never materialised; in 
Turkey, the idea of 
Kurdish independence 
was rejected outright. 
Since then, tensions 
between the Turkish and 
the resident Kurds have 
run high. 

When Meltem was 
small, her father Yusuf 
was targeted by the 
Turkish military; on one 
occasion, he was beaten 
so badly he ended up in 
hospital. Soon after that, 
he disappeared from the 
family farm. 

“We didn’t know where 
he was,” remembers 
Meltem. “The soldiers 


carried on looking for 
him and, when he wasn’t 
found anywhere, they 
used to come and find 
my mum and torture her 
instead...” 

After six hellish 
months, Meltem and her 
mum, Cennet, were sent 
word that Yusuf had 
escaped to Germany. As 
soon as they could, mum 
and daughter followed. 

“I can’t remember too 
much about that time; I 
was only little,” says 
Meltem. “But I do 
remember going to 
nursery and I know that I 
learned to speak German 
-1 used to translate for 
my mum.” 

The family applied for 
asylum; after 18 months 
of waiting, their 
application was refused. 
“There was no way we 
could go back to Turkey,” 
says Meltem. “And we 
couldn’t stay there. So 
that’s when we moved to 
England.” 

The journey to the UK 
was, Meltem remembers, 
“awful”. Hidden away in a 
lorry, aboard a huge ship, 
the family spent four 
days hunched up in the 
dark, with little to eat or 
drink. 

On arrival, the Avcils 
applied for asylum 
immediately. After a 
month in a hostel, they 
were given Home Office 
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Desolate: Yarl’s Wood detention centre in Bedfordshire, where Meltem spent time before her case 
was investigated.

housing in Bradford. 
Describing Bradford as “a 
black memory”, Meltem 
says her family was 
plagued by racist abuse - 
including threats, 
smashed windows and 
even an arson attack. 

Relocated to Doncaster, 
Meltem learned English, 
started school and began 
to enjoy life. And then, out 
of the blue, her dad was 
detained. “My dad had to 
go and sign in at the 
police station every week 
and one week, when he 
went, he was put into 
detention,” explains 
Meltem. “Mum cried; 
even I cried. They’d found 
out we had come through 
Germany: you have to 
come straight from your 
own country to get 
asylum.” 

After a week, Yusuf was 
released on bail; for a 
time, life returned to 
normal. Then, at dawn 
one day, a squad of 
immigration officials 
turned up on the 
doorstep. Instructing the 
family to pack their bags, 
they took them to Yarl’s 
Wood, ready for 
deportation to Germany. 

“I was only 12,” says 
Meltem. “I remember my 
mum crying, but I 
couldn’t really understand 
why she was so sad. Three 
days later they let us out 
because Dad signed a 
paper which said we 
wouldn’t ask for any 
support.” 

Then, in the spring of 
2006, the Avcils were 
informed that the 
agreement Yusuf signed 
was no longer valid; 
shortly after that, he 
disappeared again. 

“We didn’t have any 
contact with him until 
2008,” says Meltem. “I was 
angry, really angry. 

I pretended to be OK. But 
you can’t really be 
OK with something like 
that, with him just 
leaving us.” 

Cennet then made a 
new application for 
asylum, in her own name. 
But it was unsuccessful: 
within a matter of 
months, immigration 
officers came calling 
again. “They told us we 
only had two months left 
and then we’d have to 
leave,” remembers 
Meltem. “And two months 


later they turned up at 
6am one morning, 
banged on the door and 
told us to pack our things 
again. There were 10 of 
them, big, burly men; 
there was one in each 
room and one in the 
garden... It was like 
something out of a film - 
like a drugs raid or 
something. It was like 
we’d done something 
really, really bad. I was so 
scared.” 

Packed into a black car, 
mum and daughter were 
driven to a nearby police 
station, where they were 
transferred to a white van. 
“There was a cage inside,” 
says Meltem. “I remember 
thinking: ‘What are we? 
Animals or humans?”’ 

Interred inYarl’s Wood, 
Meltem says it was a 
desolate place. “There 
was no daylight. There 
was a small park outside 
but it had really tall walls. 
And everyone in there 
was sad; they were crying 
all the time,” she 
remembers. 

After more than two 
months of detention, 
mum and daughter were 
taken to the airport. “They 
were going to fly us back 
to Germany,” says 
Meltem. “I didn’t want to 
go. I wouldn’t walk up the 
steps on to the plane, but 
they made me. When we 
got on the plane I 
wouldn’t sit down: I knew 
the plane couldn’t take off 
if I was standing up. I was 
crying and screaming and 
shouting... Eventually 
they had to take me off 
the plane and drive us 
back to Yarl’s Wood.” 

Back there, Meltem 
went to her room late one 
night and locked herself 
in. “That’s when I self- 
harmed,” she says. “I felt 
there was no solution, 
nobody to help.” 

Rescued by her mum - 
who alerted guards when 
she discovered Meltem 
had locked herself in - the 
teenager ended up in 
hospital. Soon after her 
release, she discovered 
that a private plane had 
been chartered to take her 
and Cennet back to 
Germany; her worst fears 
seemed to be coming 
true. 

And then, as Meltem 
puts it, “something magic 
happened”. Sir Aynsley- 


Green decided to 
investigate her case 
himself. “He came to see 
me and I told him the 
whole story,” explains 
Meltem. “As he left I said: 
‘When you go out of that 
door, don’t forget me’ - 
and he didn’t. 

“When we were 
released it was great,” she 
continues, smiling. “It was 
really good just to be 
walking along the street 
without a guard beside 
you. We were finally free.” 

Given a house in 
Newcastle, Meltem and 
Cennet were finally 
awarded leave to stay in 
the UK in the summer of 
2008. And then, in the 
winter of that year, Yusuf 
came back into their lives. 

But the family 
discovered he had cancer 
which had spread to his 
lungs. He died in 
February, 2009. 

Meltem first came to 
Cambridge, with Cennet, 
to meet children’s author 
Anthony Robinson. 
Anthony has written a 
series of books, called the 
Refugee Diaries, telling the 
stories of refugee children 
in their own words; 
Meltem’s Journey, the final 
book in the series, will be 
published this summer by 
Frances Lincoln. 

Mum and daughter 
decided to move to the 
city themselves nine 
months ago. Meltem says: 
“It’s nice; it feels like 
home. 

“I decided to share my 
story because I don’t want 
anyone else to go through 
what I’ve been through, to 
feel that despair,” adds 
Meltem. “People say I’m 
mature for my age. But I 
don’t want to be mature, I 
just want to be like other 
girls. I’ve never really had 
the chance to be a 
teenager, to live like a 
teenager... 

“The best way I can 
describe it is like this. 
Imagine your daughter or 
your grandchild - 
someone you love. Would 
you like them to be locked 
up for three months? To 
spend their summer 
holidays in a detention 
centre, being treated like 
an animal? And all when 
they’ve done nothing 
wrong? Nobody else 
should ever, ever have to 
go through that.”

Widow’s advisers 
feared for fortune 


FINANCIAL advisers for an 
elderly widow allegedly 
scammed out of her 
fortune became concerned 
when her spending 
rocketed up to £160,000 
per year. 

Almost £500,000 disappeared 
from Catherine Devas’ accounts 
in the three years before she died 
in 2006 at the age of 83. 

Mrs Devas suffered from 
dementia and was partially 
paralysed. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard, during the summing up of 
the case on Tuesday, that Stuart 
Fraser was “left with a lingering 
concern someone may have 
taken advantage of her situation”. 

Mrs Devas’ solicitor Miles 
Shelbourne said Mrs Devas “used 
to joke that she was going ‘ga¬ 
ga’.” 

Her carers Deborah Atkinson 
and Zandra Mackay are accused

of defrauding Mrs Devas, who 
lived in Beaufort Place, 
Cambridge. 

Atkinson, 48, of The Street, 
Lidgate, has already pleaded 
guilty to three charges of 
conspiracy to defraud. 

Her 79-year-old mother Beryl 
Benbow, of the same address, has 
pleaded not guilty to two 
charges. Mackay, 62, of Wilkin 
Walk, Cottenham, denies three 
charges. 

Her son Marcus Mackay, 43, 
from Romford in Essex, 
previously admitted three 
charges, but his ex-wife Sharron 
Mackay, 41, from Hightown in 
Hampshire, has denied two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

During an earlier part of the 
hearing, Sharron Mackay told the 
court she put chilli powder in her 
husband’s underpants, as their 


marriage fell apart. She also put 
laxatives in feta cheese she fed to 
him. 

Richard Onslow, defending 
Sharron Mackay, said Marcus 
Mackay was the brains behind the 
fraud. 

Mr Onslow said Sharron 
Mackay, from Hightown, 
Hampshire, had not known Mrs 
Devas’ money was going into her 
bank account because she had not 
withdrawn cash. Marcus Mackay 
had masterminded the flat scam, 
he said. 

Mr Onslow said: “She can’t really 
be accused of living the high life - 
she didn’t even go to Waitrose.” 

Sharron Mackay had also told 
the court that her ex-husband 
had taken control of their 
finances, writing out cheques 
and checking transactions. “If he 
found me rummaging through 
bills or anything he’d go mad. He 
was so Hitler-like,” she told the 
court. 

The case continues.

Dog fouling was a particular problem 
in Coach Lane and the outer perimeter 
of the recreation ground. 

The correct procedure for reporting 
offenders would be ascertained in 
order that this matter could be 
addressed. 

The clerk would be contacting East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and 
Cambridgeshire ACRE to establish the 
current situation on the proposal for 
affordable housing in the area and to 
clarify the options open to the parish 
council regarding their involvement in 
the scheme.

Brothers 
fined for 
part in 
violence 


TWIN brothers 
have been fined 
for their part in 
violence out¬ 
side a club. 

James and Gor¬ 
don Skillen, both 
43, became invol¬ 
ved in a fight with 
two men who had 
been asked to leave 
the Forresters Club 
in Kingston Pass¬ 
age, Newmarket, a 
court heard. 

They had initially 
denied charges 
against them, but 
changed their pleas 
in March on the 
day their trial was 
due to start. 

James Skillen, of 
Centre Drive, New¬ 
market, was fined 
£2,500 and Gordon 
Skillen, of Sutton 
Park, Sutton, was 
fined £1,750. 

They both ad¬ 
mitted affray. 

They were each 
ordered to pay 
£J,005 prosecution 
costs and £700 to 
witness Janet Sheil, 
who was injured 
when she fell over 
during the 

incident. 

Judge John De- 
vaux, passing sen¬ 
tence at Ipswich 
Crown Court, told 
them: “This was a 
nasty incident of 
drink-fuelled vio¬ 
lence in public but 
I accept that you 
did not start this 
incident.” 

Prosecutor Sher- 
een Dyer said the 
brothers became 


involved in a dis¬ 
turbance with two 
men who had been 
asked to leave the 
club on April 24 last 
year. 

The brothers told 
police that they 
were initially acting 
in self-defence but 
now admitted that 
they had then gone 
too far and what 
they did became 
unlawful. 

One of the other 
men involved, Gar¬ 
eth Lockwood, sus¬ 
tained cuts while 
the second man, 
Christopher Wood- 
gar, suffered a bite 
mark although nei¬ 
ther of the brothers 
said they were 
responsible for infl¬ 
icting that injury 

Graham King, 
mitigating, said the 
Skillen brothers 
accepted that they 
had prolonged the 
course of an inci¬ 
dent which started 
with them defen¬ 
ding themselves. 

He said they 
wanted to apolo¬ 
gise to everyone 
concerned. 

He said both 
brothers ran succ¬ 
essful businesses in 
the construction 
industry. 

Gordon Skillen’s 
two companies had 
an annual turnover 
of £1.5 million and 
James Skillen’s firm

REVIEW: JANCIS HARVEY 


A DRAMATISATION of the 
true story of opera singer 
Florence Foster Jenkins is 
being staged this week in 
Newmarket and is quite 
simply Glorious! 

At times hilarious, the story by 
Peter Quilter is set in 1940 in the 
New York apartment of Florence, 
and the story tracks the last four 
years of her life, which culminates 
in the glorious sell-out recital at 
Carnegie Hall. 

What an incredible performance 
the audience are treated to by Fiona 
Maguire, as Florence, the first lady 
of the sliding scale, at the Kings 
Theatre, Newmarket, in a 
production which runs until 
Saturday. 

With her faultless timing, accent 
and projection, Fiona is stunning. 
Having followed Fiona’s career at 
the Kings Theatre, since the first 
time I saw her in the late eighties in 
In Golden Pond, she is always a 
name to attract the audience and, 
as Florence, this is her piece de 
resistance■ With her we get the true 
nature of Florence, the kind- 
hearted, warm and popular lady, 
and together with the well-chosen 
cast members, the dramatisation, 
under the direction of Pat Squires, 
gels into a great evening of 
entertainment. 

Kate Nolan, the natural New 
Yorker-is so at home with her role 


as Dorothy, and Mark Scrivener, is a 
natural choice as Cosme McMoon, 
the sensitive friend of Dorothy-and 
Florence’s faithful pianist. Richard 
Clarkson is so entertaining as the 
comical and very English, St Clair 
Byfield. Lori Scharpf is great as the 


non-English speaking Mexican 
maid, Maria, and Lori is by no 
means non-speaking and totally 
fluent with Mexican/Spanish in 
language and every mannerism. 

Debbie Saldana, as Mrs 
Verrinder-Gedge, the musical lady, 


who tries to stop Florence 
performing, is most severe and suits 
the part well. 

Whatever her voice, Florence 
Foster Jenkins left a legacy. She was 
an enchanting and lovely lady, and 
this was portrayed so brilliantly by 
Fiona Maguire, who made the part 
her own. 

Florence Foster Jenkins was born 
in 1868 and was unique in the 
history of music, in that she was an 
operatic coloratura with all the 
charms of a diva - but unfortunately 
not the voice. 

In fact it was said of Jenkins that 
her voice was high, scrawny, and 
seemed to have a mind of its own, 
with the grace and control of an 
upright piano pushed down a spiral 
staircase! 

She obtained a divorce settlement 
from her wealthy husband and 
together with the inheritance from 
her late father, she was able to 
pursue her various interests, one of 
them being to study music, and 
through her charitable interests she 
performed at some of her own gala 
fund-raising events, much to the 
muffled amusements of the 
audiences. 

She was able to give free rein to 
her passion for fantastic costumes, 
at such extravaganzas as The Ball of 
the Silver Skylarks. These events 
became popular occasions in New 
York, for decades. At the age of 76, 
Jenkins finally achieved her lifelong 
ambition of performing at Carnegie 
Hall's Recital Hall on October 25, 
1944. One month later she died.

The big film 



FOUR LIONS (15,101 mins)

CHRIS Morris has been best friends 
with controversy for most of his 
television and radio career. 

As the face and co-writer of BBC2 
comedy The Day Today, he 
mercilessly lampooned the 
sensationalist British news media 
before taking his brand of satire to 
new heights with TV’s Brass Eye. 

A special edition of the programme 
devoted to paedophilia and a fictional 
charity called Nonce Sense drew 
thousands of complaints and also 
won a British Academy Television 
Award. 

For his debut feature film, Morris 
addresses the thorny subject of 
terrorism with his trademark, 
scabrous wit. 

The script, co-written by Morris, Jesse 
Armstrong and Sam Bain, portrays 
the bombers as clumsy, insecure, 
funny and loyal friends, who are liable 
to set off the devices before they ever 
get to the heart of London. 

Omar (Ahmed) is a devout Muslim, 
who is enraged by the West’s 
treatment of his spiritual brothers and 
sisters. He spearheads a terrorist cell 


in the heart of multi-cultural northern 
Britain with best friend Waj (Novak) 
and paranoid, white Islamic convert 
Barry (Lindsay), who believes 
passers-by are undercover police 
officers gathering intelligence on the 
group. 

The jihadists debate potential targets 
for their payload with Faisal (Akhtar), 
who is training crows to fly through 
windows carrying primed explosives 
in their beaks. 

Omar brings the men together to pose 
as charity fun runners in the capital, 
with the aim of blowing themselves up 
on the streets and taking innocent 
members of the public with them. 
When they finally arrive in London, a 
policeman approaches the quartet. 
“You’re all gonna die in that gear, 
lads,” laughs the copper, referring to 


the possibility of heat exhaustion 
inside the colourful costumes. 

“It’s all in a good cause,” Omar replies 
smugly, the double meaning 
completely lost to the Pc. 

The script wrings deafening belly 
laughs from the exploits of the central 
characters, such as Omar accidentally 
shooting Arabs with a misaligned 
rocket launcher. 

Undoubtedly, some audiences will 
take offence, but Morris’s film 
accomplishes a simple yet vital feat. It 
disarms the terrorist’s greatest 
weapon - fear - and reminds us that 
though our ideologies and religions 
may differ wildly, we all hark from the 
same vast genetic pool and are 
capable of the same acts of stupidity 
and love. Especially stupidity.

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Finding the right pot to 
suit your perfect garden 


I f your terracotta pots 
took a hammering 
over the winter 
months and you ended 
up with a pile of crocks 
from broken, frost- 
damaged containers, it 
may be time to invest in 
a new batch. 

Manufacturers have made 
great strides over the years to 
make stylish pots which will 
withstand the worst of the 
weather and still look good. 

In recent years, garden 
centres have been flooded with 
metal containers in both shiny 
and matt or weathered 
finishes, along with synthetic 
pots made from moulded 
resins which look like granite, 
stone or terracotta and won’t 
cost you an arm and a leg. 

There are pros and cons for 
all pots. If you go for unglazed 
clay, the pots will be porous 
and therefore plant-friendly, 
carrying air to the plant roots. 

They are also heavy, thus 
keeping large or top heavy 
plantings stable. 

However, unglazed 
terracotta absorbs water from 
the planting compost, so the

plants will need watering more 
frequently and, as many of you 
will have discovered after the 
snow, will crack and break in 
frosty weather unless they are 
protected from the elements. 

Metal pots - zinc and 
titanium are now popular - 
look great in contemporary 
settings, with their sharp lines 
and eye-catching sparkle, but 
they don’t do well in sunny 
situations as the containers 
quickly heat up and can 
damage the roots of the plants. 
You can, however, get around 
the problem by placing the 
plant in a different container 
and then putting that inside 
the metal one, adding damp 
compost or shredded bark into 
the metal pot, which will then 
act as insulation against the 
heat. 


Natural wood planters are 
widely available in soft and 
hardwoods and blend well with 
plant material. They are not 
affected by frost and are light 
and relatively inexpensive. 

Look at sets of barrel shaped 
planters, such as a bargain set 
of four for £29.99 from 
www.greenfingers.com (0845 
345 0728). The disadvantage of 
wood is that if it is left 
untreated, the life of the 
container will be short. 

They will last longer if you 
line them with thick plastic 
sheeting. 

Many gardeners would 
baulk at the thought of buying 
a plastic pot, but today there 
are many good ones out there 
which really don’t look plastic 
and you can paint the pot with 
a metallic finish to give it a 
contemporary feel. Plastic is 
light, cheap and you can drill as 
many drainage holes as you 
like. 

Good options include 
Sankey’s range of recycled 
plastic pots which look like 
granite (for information phone 
(01159) 277 335 or visit 
www. rsankey. com ). 

The disadvantage is that over 
time many plastic containers 
go brittle, especially if placed in 


direct sun, and the roots have 
little protection from winter 
cold. 

A more convincing fake is 
resin, which is also light but 
can look like stone, granite or 
terracotta and is resistant to 
frost and heat. For me, it’s 
probably the best option if you 
want a good look but don’t 
want the hassle of having to lift 
heavy stone or terracotta 
containers. 

For those with 
contemporary tastes, fake 
metal is also available. Check 
out faux aluminium Geo pots 
at www.crocus.co. uk in a 
variety of shapes, which are 
made of fibreglass and resin, 
are lightweight, low- 
maintenance and frost-proof. 

Ask for drill holes to be made 
when you place your order. 

So don’t feel too bad about 
ditching your frost-damaged 
pots because there are plenty 
of stylish options out there to 
replace them. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Spinach 

It used to be associated with 
Popeye, but there’s a whole 
new generation of spinach- 
lovers out there with the advent 



of bags of ready-prepared 
young spinach leaves in 
supermarkets as well as its use 
as a salad leaf. It is virtually as 
easy to grow as lettuce. You just 
need rich, fertile, weed-free soil 
and a watering can at the ready. 
For summer spinach, sow 
seeds from March till May 
(there are other varieties 
suitable for autumn sowing), 
thinning out the seedlings to 
2.5cm (lin) apart for baby salad 


leaves, or 7.5cm (3in) apart if 
you want bigger leaves to cook. 
Keep sowing a new row every 
month during the sowing 
season and you should be 
harvesting up until July. Good 
varieties include ‘Bordeaux’ 
and ‘Mediana’. In high summer 
traditional spinach won’t grow 
because it’s too hot, although 
New Zealand spinach, a bushy, 
leafy veg, will thrive in poor soil 
and lots of sunshine.

Elsewhere, Nick 
Conway honed his preparations for 
his first marathon in Edinburgh 
later this month by becoming the 
top overseas finisher in the 
inaugural Kildare Half-Marathon in 
Ireland. 

More than 1,250 runners - 
featuring three Joggers - started the 
race on the Curragh racecourse for 


an event which took in the sights of 
the area including the Aga Khan’s 
Sheshoon Stud and the Irish 
National Stud. 

Conway was 35th in lhr 27min 
while Sarah Conway went over 10 
miles for the first time and clocked 
2:09. Carolynn Anderson completed 
the contingent and finished 
in 1:59.

Cecil catches 
Train for Derby 

IT was the weekend that Henry Cecil was 
supposed to strengthen his grip on the 
Investec Oaks with Timepiece - but as it 
turned out he now appears to hold stronger 
claims in the Derby. 

Timepiece had been winter favourite for the 
fillies’ Classic after a good juvenile campaign 
and despite defeat on her seasonal 
reappearance in the Feilden Stakes at 
Newmarket, she held on to her position at the 
head of the market. 

Carrying a 31b penalty in the totesport- 
casino.com Oaks Trial at Lingfield, the 
Zamindar filly was sent off the 4-7 favourite. 
However, she failed to come down the hill with 
any great fluency and Tom Queally got drawn 
into a protracted battle with Ceilidh House 
some three furlongs out which would not have 
helped. Even so, if she was Classic material 
she should still have had enough to oblige but 
John Gosden’s seemingly-exposed Dyna 
Waltz (7-1) wore her down close home to win 
by a length. 

A downcast Cecil said: “She was 
disappointing. She was hanging a bit and I 
don’t know whether she’s still a baby or she 
just didn’t stay. 

“She didn’t run like she works.” 

However, Cecil still has Aviate, who was due 
to put her credentials on the line in the 
Musidora Stakes at York yesterday. She was 
an impressive winner on her reappearance at 
Ascot a few weeks ago and could still make a 
Classic contender. 

Thirty minutes after Timepiece fluffed her 
lines, though, Bullet Train (11-4) emerged as a 
real contender for the Blue Riband after 
making every yard of the running under 
Queally in the totesport.com Derby Trial. 
Having only previously run twice, he was open 
to lots of improvement but this was still a 
massive step forward and ironically his Derby 
prospects probably rest on how Workforce, 
also owned by Khalid Abdullah, performs in 
the Dante this week. 

“He is in the King Edward VII Stakes and we 
thought he was a Royal Ascot horse, but I’m 
not saying he won’t go to the Derby,” 
said Cecil. “He’s still a baby and he has 
improved. He is beginning to bloom, but he 
has got to go on improving another couple of 
steps to be a Derby contender. 

“We’ll just see what the trials bring and what 
Prince Khalid wants to do.” 


Stoute goes to Work 

WORKFORCE is reported to be in fine shape 
as he bids to book his place in the Investec 
Derby with a good run in the totesport Dante 
Stakes at York today (Thursday). 

The King’s Best colt, trained by Sir Michael 
Stoute, is 8-1 second favourite for the 
premier Classic on June 5, even though he 
has just had the one run. It was an 
impressive one, though, as he romped home 
by six lengths from Oasis Dancer in a 
Goodwood maiden in September. 

The three-year-old is owned by Prince Khalid 
Abdullah, who is also lucky enough to be 
represented by impressive Lingfield Derby 
Trial winner Bullet Train. 

“He’s going to put his credentials on the 
line,” said Teddy Grimthorpe, racing 
manager to the owner. 
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
